HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

(The Internatio nal U n i f o r m 
Lesso n o n the abo v e to p ic fo r 
Ju ly 13 is Genesis I: Jo b 38 -41; 
Matthew’ 6 :25-30, 
the 
Memo ry 
v erse being Psalm 24:1, “The 
earth is Jeho v ah’s, and the fu ll­ 
ness thereo f: The w'o rld, and they 
that du -ell therein.” ) 


THE FIRST p art o f o u r lesso n 
refers u s to the first chap ter o f 
Genesis, in which Go d created the 
wo rld. They are so familiar to 
u s, that w'hile we may be glad to 
read them o v er, o u r real lesso n 
is the Lo rd s answer to Jo b and 
his discu ssio n with his friends. 
We are to ld that in the 7 5 
y ears that the Internatio nal Sun- 
^ day scho o l lesso ns hav e been p u b- 
* lished, this is the first time these 
p assages fro m the Bo o k o f Jo b 
hav e been assigned. 
Yo u remember that in o ur last 
lesso n Jo b was rev iewing his life 
to see if he had failed in any way 
and so co u ld u nderstand that the 
terrible things that had happened 
to him were the resu lt o f his sins. 
He co nclu des his argument with: 
“ If I hav e eaten the fru its there­ 
o f witho u t mo ney , o r hav e caused 
f the o wners thereo f to lo se their 
* life: Let thistles gro w instead o f 
wheat, and co ckle instead o f bar­ 
ley . The wo rds o f J o b are ended.” 
“Then the Lo rd answered J o b 
o ut o f the whirlwind, and said, 
Who is this that darkeneth co un­ 
sel by wo rds witho ut kno wledge? 
Gird up no w thy lo ins like a 
man; fo r I w'ill demand o f thee, 
and answer tho u Me.” 
The Lo rd made no apo lo gy fo r 
allo wing Jo b. the righteo u s man, 
to su ffer as he had. Bu t He re­ 
v iew’s the wo nders o f Nature and 
asks if Jo b had any thing to do 
with co ntro lling them? He makes 
Jo b feel v ery hu mble and insig­ 
nificant, as we shall see. 
“ Where wast tho u when I laid 
the fo undatio ns o f the earth? de­ 
clare, if tho u hast understanding. 
“ Who hath laid the measures 
thereo f, if tho u kno west? o r w'ho 
hath stretched the line upo n It? 
^Whereupo n are the fo unda­ 
tio ns thereo f fastened? o r who 
laid the co rner sto ne thereo f? 
When the Stars 8 ang To gether 
“ When the mo rning stars sang 
to gether, and all the so ns o f Go d 
sho uted fo r jo y ? ” 
Questio n fo llo w’s questio n, with 
no chance fo r J pb to answer, ev en 
if he'had the answers ready . 
Who co ntro lled the seas and 
said, “ Hitherto shalt tho u co me, 
bi£ no further, and here shall 
thy pro ud wav es be stay ed? ”

“ Hav e the gates o f death been 
o pened unto thee ? o r hast tho u

Do es J o b kno w abo ut the way s 
o f the wild go at, o r can he tame 
the unico rn, he is asked. The uni­ 
co rn is said to be the wild o x , no w 
ex tinct, but untamable w’hen he 
was o n earth. The wild ass, the 
wild o x , the o strich, the ho rse, 
the hawk and the eagle. The de­ 
scriptio n o f the ho rse is v ery 
fine. The behemo th spo ken o f is 
tho ught to be the hippo po tamus. 
The lev iathan is also tho ught to 
hav e referred to the cro co dile, the 
who le back o f w'hich is co v ered 
with ho rny quadrangular plates 
o r scales set so clo sely to gether 
that the sharpest spear can hard­ 
ly find its way thro ugh them. 
The Lo rd asked J o b: “ Shall he 
that co ntendeth with the Al­ 
mighty instruct Him? he that re­ 
pro v ed Go d, let him answer it.” 
“ Then J o b answered the Lo rd, 
and said, 
"Beho ld, I am v ile; what shall 
I answer Thee? I will lay mine 
hand upo n my mo uth. 
“ Once hav e I spo ken; but I will 
no t answer: y ea, twice; but I will 
pro ceed no further.” 
He realizes that he is indeed a 
v ery small part o f the univ erse, 
and what are his sufferings co m­ 
pared with the wo ndro us wo rk- 
inifs o f the Lo rd in the wo rld ?

M:dically , 
however, arthritis is 
much more complicated than this 
simple definition would indicate. In 
the first place, there are many kinds 
of arthritis. It may , for instance, be 
produced by all sort* of different 
germs. Tho tuberculosis germ for 
one; the pneumococcus germ for an­ 
other. 
In the great majority of cases, 
however, we cannot find the culprit 
in any of the known disease-causing 
organisms. Whe. this is true we 
classify the disease in other way s, 
because, until we know the ty pe of 
arthritis present, proper treatment 
cannot be given. 


• Rheumatoid Arthritis 
In the group of cases in which the 
cause for the condition is not known, 
we have what is called rheumatoid 


suffer emotional disturbances. They , 
as a rule, do not have any objective 
signs of disease but may go about 
with the back bent or walk pecu­ 
liarly or with the joints in some ab­ 
normal position. 
It may be difficult at times to tell 
fibrositis from psy chogenic rheuma­ 
tism. 
However. In fibrositis the joints 
are stiff and painful, while in psy ­ 
chogenic rheumatism the pains are 
not confined to any definite location. 
Aching and Soreness 
In fibrositis, there are aches, sere­ 
ne 
stiffness and fatigue, while in 
psy chogenic rheumatism the patient 
may complain of burning, weakness 
and tingling.

suits in deformities. Young adults 
and middle-aged people are subject 
to this ty pe. Older people usually 
have osteo-arthritis in which there 
is an overgrowth of joint tissue. 
Many persons suffer from a re­ 
lated condition known as fibrositis 
which is an inflammation of the sup­ 
porting tissues around the joint. 
Others, according to Drs. Philip S. 
Hench of the May o Clinic, and Ed­ 
ward W. Boland of the University 
of California, may have what is 
called psy chogenic, or “ mentally 


tin uo us. 
The patient with 
psy chogenic 
rheumatism is better after rest and 
worse after exercise. The patient 
also often seems to become worse 
after treatment is made. He is, aa 
a rule, not relieved by such pain- 
depressing medicines as aspirin. 
It can be seen that unless these 
various conditions are definitely 
diagnosed before trea tm ent is 
started, good results cannot be ob­ 
tained since the treatment will vary 
to a great extent in the different dis­ 
orders.

Speed Emphasized At Confab 
Boycotted By Russia 
And Satellites 


PARIS, July 12—The 16-nation 
conference to frame a program 
of European recovery under the 
Marshall plan opened in Paris 
on a note of rapid progress to­ 
day, with British Foreign Secre­

God in His World 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEUMAN CAMPBELL 
(The International U n i f o r m 
Lesson on the above topic for 
July 13 is Genesis I: Jab 38-41; 
Matthew’ 4:25-30, the Memory 
verse being Psalm 24:1, ’The 
earth is Jehovah's, and the full­ 
ness thereof; The world, and they 
that dwell therein. ') 


THE FIP.ST part of our lesson 
refers us to the first chapter of 
Genesis. In which God created the 
world. They are so familiar to 
us, that while we may be glad to 
read them over, our real lesson 
is the Lord's answer to Job and 
his discussion with his friends. 
We are told that in the 75 
years that the International Sun- 
- day school lessons have been pub- 
• hailed, this is the first time these 
passages from the Book of Job 
have been assigned. 
You remember that in our last 
lesson Job was reviewing his life 
to see if he had failed in any way 
and so could understand that the 
terrible things that had happened 
to him were the result of his sins. 
He concludes his argument with: 
“If I have eaten the fruits there­ 
of without money, or have caused 
_ the owners thereof to lose their 
“ life: Let thistles grow instead of 
wheat, and cockle instead of bar­ 
ley. The words of Job are ended.” 
“Then the Lord answered Job 
out of the whirlwind, and said, 
Who is this that darkeneth coun­ 
sel by words without knowledge? 
Gird up now thy loins like a 
man; for I will demand of thee, 
and answer thou Me.” 
The Lord made no apology for 
allowing Job. the righteous man. 
I to suffer as he had. But He re­ 
views the wonders of Nature and 
asks lf Job had anything to do 
with controlling them? He makes 
Job feel very humble and insig­ 
nificant, as we shall see. 
“Where wast thou when I laid 
the foundations of the earth? de­ 
clare, if thou hast understanding. 
“Who hath laid the measures 
thereof, if thou knowest? or who 
hath stretched the line upon it? 
^Whereupon are the founda­ 
tions thereof fastened? or who 
laid the comer stone thereof? 
When the Stars Sang Together 
"When the morning stars sang 
together, and all the sons of God 
shouted for Joy?" 
Question follow’s question, with 
no chance for Job to answer, even 
if he had the answers ready. 
Who controlled the seas and 
said, "Hitherto shalt thou come, 
bcf no further, and here shall 
thv proud waves be stayed?” 


“Have the gatea of death been 
opened unto thee? or hast thou 
seen the doors of the shadow of 
death?” 
“Hast thou entered into the 
treasure of the snow? or hast 
thou seen the treasures of tho 
hail?” 
“Canst thou bind the sweet in* 
fluences of Pleiades, or loose the* 
bands of Orion? 
“Canst thou bring forth Maz- 
raroth in his season? or canst 
thou guide Actuals with 
his 
sons? 
“Knowest thou the ordinances 
of heaven? Canjt thou set the 
dominion thereof in the earth? 
“Canst thou lift up thy voice 
to the clouds, that abundance of 
waters may cover thee? 
“Canst thou send lightnings, 
that they may go, and say until 
thee, Here we are?” 
How About Wild Creatures? 
The Cord went on to ask how 
much Job knew about the wild 
creatures of the earth. "Wilt 
thou hunt the prey for the lion? 
or fill the appetite of the young 
lions, when they couch in their 
dens, and abide in the covert to 
lie in wait? 
“Who provided for the raven 
his food? when his young ones 
cry unto God. they wander for 
lack of meat.” 
Doea Job know about the w'aya 
of the wild goat, or can he tame 


I the unicorn, he la asked. The unl- 
! com is said to be the wild ox. now 
extinct, but untamable when he 
w’as on earth. The wild aas, the 
wild ox. the ostrich, the horse, 
the hawk and the eagle. The de­ 
scription of the horse is very 
fine. The behemoth spoken of is 
thought to be the hippopotamus. 
The leviathan is also thought to 
have referred to the crocodile, the 
whole back of which is covered 
with homy quadrangular Platea 
or scales set so closely together 
that the sharpest spear can hard­ 
ly find IU way through them. 
The Lord asked Job: “Shall he 
that contendeth with the Al­ 
mighty instruct Him ? he that re- 
proveth God, let him answer it.” 
“Then Job answered the Lord, 
and said, 
“Behold, I am vile; what shall 
I answer Thee? I will lay mine 
hand upon my mouth. 
"Once have I spoken; but I will 
not answer: yea, twice; but I will 
proceed no further.” 
He realizes that he Is indeed a 
very small part of the universe, 
and what are his sufferings com­ 
pared with the wondrous work­ 
ings of the Lord in the world?

the result is likewise devastat­ 


ing 
Man may get off his 
course 
through 
thoughtless 
ness or carelessness, but if he 
is living close to God and his 
church, his conscience, like a 
ship's compass, will immedi­ 
ately show- that he 
is off 
course. 
Nothing is so tragic in life 
as a person w ho f i x e d his 
course toward the goal of sal­ 


vation. and then inadvertantly 
or deliberately “ran aground." 
Even when defeat and disaster 
are his reward, how-ever, he 
may bow in remorse and hu­ 
mility and ask forgiveness of 
his Creator, 
and start 
life 
anew, his hand more securely 
on the “helm" of his “ship of 
life". 
The churches of this com­ 


munity teach the way toward 
fulfillment, 
and 
the 
coursa 
away 
from 
the 
dangerous 
shoals of life. Regular atten­ 
dance at the church of y o u r 
choice is one of life’s greatest 
safeguards for yourself and 
family.

NEW SPAPER TRAINING 


S P E A K I N G against standardizing 
schools of journalism, Basil L. Walters, 
executive editor of the Knight newspapers, 
said that it would not be good for Am erica 
or for the world to permit a system to grow 
up w h e r e b y a writer would have to acquire 
a license to be a journalist. 


Varied training and experience 
are 
a 
better background for a newspaper man 
than a prescribed course, said this editor. 
This broad view of journalistic training is 
one aspect of the m atter of free speech 
and a free press, and “to attempt to license 
thought and expression is to strike at the 
fundamentals of m an's freedom ,” 
said 
Walters. 


Many 
editors 
have 
been 
prejudiced 
against graduates of schools of journalism, 
believing that theory and technique are of 
little value without a rich background of 
knowledge and experience. The great edi­ 
tors of the past and of the present have 
been distinguished for the abundance and 
variety of their experience and for their in­ 
dividualistic editorial ability. It would be 
too bad if the modern tendency toward 
standardization should affect the training 
of newsm en. 
A postgraduate year at a good college 
which offers such a course in journalism 
never hurt any candidate for the new spa­ 
per profession who has spent the preceding 
years getting a firm grounding in science 
and the humanities. But when newspaper 
m en get together and talk falls upon this, 
they usually agree that high school and 
undergraduate courses in technique with­ 
out first firm grounding are m ostly wasted. 
Techniques are easily and quickly added to j 
good foundations. Without foundation, a I 
technique is like a roof without a house. 
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'So half the world doesn’t know how the other half lives 
—my deer, it isn’t YOUR fault if they don’t!” 


DIET AND HEALTH 


INCREASES FOR VETERANS 


ANV DOUBT about the high cost of liv­ 
ing being a reality was officially dissipat­ 
ed by the Senate labor and public welfare 
com m ittee's recommendation to raise the 
allowances for veterans now in college un­ 
der the G I. Bill. The suggestion was that 
the subsistence allowance be increased 
from $65 to $75 for single men. from $90 to 
$105 for married men. and to $120 to those 
with children. Such increases will cost the 
taxpayer $217 million annually. An increas­ 
ed wage ceiling also was recommended in 
the 
on-the-job 
training 
program 
which 
would m ean about $85 million in extra ap­ 
propriations. 
In other words, here is tangible evidence 
that veterans have been having a hard time 
getting by on the allowances fixed for their 
training courses. And t h e i r government 
realizes that ends just won’t meet. 
A lot of other people, too know what the 
veterans are talking about.
